Tw o Major Compromise Pro­

The Administration today 
began

light for legislation to ke ep more than 
I nun,UUU draftees and National G u a rd s­ 
men in service over a year despite a 
warn in g that it may suffer defeat in 
Congress. 
The blunt w arnin g that the House 
may reject the proposal was given to 
Preside nt Roosevelt and Secretary of 
War Stimson by Spe aker Sam R a y ­ 
b u rn and Democratic leader McCorm­ 
ack. 


At the same time, mem bers of Con 
g lo ss said that tin* recommenda tion to 
remove legal restrictions prohibiting 
dispatch of draftees and Guardsm en to 
lands outside the Western Hem isphere 
hart been dropped, tem porarily at least. 
Two major compromise proposals to 
the legislation which was re c om m e nd­ 
ed by Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, were discussed by some 
Administration m em be rs of Congress 
who are opposed to keeping draftees in 
service for more 
th an 
their 
y e a r ’s 
training. 


One compromise move proposes r a i s ­ 
on- the limit of the R egular Army to 
800,000 to 1.000,000 men while the other 
calls for keeping G uardsm en in serv­ 
ice. but allowing draf tees to remain 
only on a voluntary basis.

The supply of fry ers—fresh and 
quick frozen 
is usually a t its best a t this tim e of th e year. So g e t out 
your skillet, and tre a t y o u r fam ily to some good fried chicken. Follow 
any of these recipes, and you'll have the fam ily loudly clam oring foi 
more. 
All recipes tested by Good H ousekeeping Institute 
Use In stitute-approved m easuring cups and spoon*. Measure level. 


Pan-Fried Chicken 
W ith Flour or Corn-M eal C oating; 


1. Buy fry ers ( I Vs to 
lbs. each) split le n g th ­ 
wise, qu artered, or cut up as for fricassee. R oasting 
chickens m ay be pan-fried if first sim m ered tender 
a fte r cutting up. 


2. H eat enough fa t or oil in skillet or chicken 
fryer to make a 14" to 94" layer. Use 2 skillets to 
save time. 


2. Clean hut do not d ry the chicken. C oat by 
shak in g in a paper hag with I c. flour (or Va e. flour 
and ¥2 c. corn m eal) m ixed w ith I tbsp. salt. 


4. Place a few pieces a t a tim e in hot fat, and 
brow n on all side*. Reduce h e at; cover or n o t as 
. * i red, and fry 35 to 40 min. longer, or until tender. (2 to 4 tbsp. 
vat cr or cream may be added to chicken a fte r brow ning if desired.) 


5. As the pieces are fl ied, keep hot in a covered double boiler, in 
ti bowl set over hot w ater, or in a covered casserole or roasting p a n in 
a w arm oven. 


W ITH EGG AND CRU M B C O A T IN G : 
1. To 
I c. sifted, dried bread crum bs or cracker crum bs, add I tbsp. 
salt. Beat 
I 
egg with 2 tbsp, cold w ater. 


2. Dij) chicken in crum bs, then in egg, then in crum bs, and fry a a 
above. F lo u r may be su bstitu ted for bread or cracker crumbs. 
Oven-Fried th ick en 
H ere’s a method th a t is especially convenient w hen several chickens 
are to be fried, since it cuts down on the tu rn in g an d w atching neces­ 
sary when chicken is fried in a skillet. 


1. Coat, and fry cut-up chicken in a skillet to a golden brow n on 
all sides, a s we do in P an-F ried Chicken. 


2. T hen tra n sfe r the chicken to a covered casserole o r ro a s te r; 
tover, and complete the cooking in m o derate oven of 360° F . for I hr., 
cr until th e chicken is deliciously tender. 


3. S erve with or w ithout C ream G ravy, as desired.
